1. IPAL/AXP/CE – IPAL/AXP– integrated path to architectural licensure which allow 
students to all three simultaneously instead of layering them.  There are 21 
universities that offer the IPAL programs.  Statutes don’t allow for IPAL within the 
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state since examination currently can only be taken after graduation.  Concerns that 
Indiana is being left behind and that it’s not necessarily a destination area.  IPAL 
would open options for schools and bring in new, fresh talent in an expedited way.  
Hal handed out a hand out regarding the desired changes needed to update 804 IAC 
1.1-7-7, 804 IAC 1.1-7-9, 804 IAC 1.1-7-11, 804 IAC 1.1-7-12, and 804 IAC 1.1-7-
18.  The board wishes these changes to be made of which Donna Sembroski and Amy 
Hall will work on to provide to the board in January.  CE – there was an interest to 
add ethics to their requirements.  Motion to start rule changes for architects/landscape 
architects.
